Ominous Signals 
From Red China 


Two aspects of Communist China's in- 
tervention in Korea send out ominous sig- 
nals. 

The first is that if the Chinese Com- 
munists were interested only in preserva- 
tion of the Yalu River power dam, which 
supplies electricity to Manchuria as well as 
North Korea, that could have been done by 
negotiation. Moreover, the Chinese Com- 
munist leaders were aware of that fact. 
United Nations forces, under Gen. Mac- 
Arthur's direction, have all but bent over 
backward to avoid giving offense to Com- 
munist China. Orders already were out for 
our troops to go easy in the region about 
the power dam itself. 

Secondly, even if the Chinese had be- 
lieved troops were necessary to protect the 
hydro-electric plant from destruction, that 
would have required only a comparatively 
smal] number of troops. It would not have 
called for the intensive propaganda cam- 
paign now under way to whip up senti- 
ment of the Chinese people against Amer- 
ica and the West. 

So far only about six divisions of Chi- 
nese troops have been identified positively 
in North Korea. But an untold number are 
said by intelligence forces, which seem be- 
latedly to have comprehended the situa- 
tion, to be within easy striking distance of 
the Korean border. 

The propaganda offensive is taking the 
familiar Communist line. Propagandists 
are representing the Chinese “common 
man” as urging direct military interven- 
tion. The official New China news agency 
claims Chinese living on the Manchurian 
side of the Yalu River have demanded that 
the Red Army cross the river and help the 
North Koreans “annihilate the United 
States armies of aggression.” All Commu- 
nist China’s newspaper and radio facilities 
are taking part in the propaganda. It has 
been pitched to fever-heat. Mass rallies are 
being held at which speakers exhort their 
listeners in the manner of Vishinsky and 
Malik. Posters, bulletin board displays and 
war maps are used. 

There are all the marks of a totalitarian 
regime readying the people for a fight. 
This propaganda campaign is more forebod-

Are Hard To Beat 


The picture of Georgia agriculture 
rapidly is changing from white cotton fields 
to green pastures. 

More than 3,000,000 acres of permanent 
pastures now brighten the States’s land- 
scape and provide year around grazing for 
a growing cattle industry. Only a little 
more than 5,000,000 acres is devoted to all 
three major row crops—cotton, corn and 
— Half of this is protected during 

inter months by cover crops. 

Georgia is one of the nine states in the 
nation showing continual increase in live- 
stock. Permanent pastures that in most 
cases eliminate feeding entirely enable 
farmers here to raise cattle far cheaper 
than can be done in the traditional cattle- 
growing states. 

The chief obstacle in the way of further 
realization of Georgia's cattle-growing pos- 
sibilities are high cotton prices and, in 
mamy areas, the lack of long-term credit 
necessary to finance the changeover from 
rowcrops. The credit problem is jn the 
process of being solved. A number of banks 
already have established long-loan policies 
for farmers in this connection and others 
are following. 

Present high prices of cotton and the 
lure of quick profits may tempt some farm- 
ers to abandon cattle raising for a return 
to rowcrops. But the shortage of labor and 
uncertainty over future prices ought to 
move them to caution. 

It has taken Georgia many years to get 
started toward cattle raising. It would be 
a pity to sée the trend halted at its most 
promising point. Green pastures are an in- 
vestment hard to beat.

The ‘Protectors’ 


Of Country Folks 


Isn’t it a most unusual thing to see the great 
amount of interest that a leader of one of the 
two city political machines in Georgia has in 

“protecting” the poor rural Géorgians against the “threat” of “a 
city political machine” controlling State politics? What one man 
has the most powerful influence in Georgia politics today? Is he 
a resident of a big city? 

Does he not hold his influence through his ability to cement 
together enough county political machines? Doesn't his great 
strength lie in his ability to talk by telephone from hotel-room 
headquarters to a political chief in each county, rather than to 
sway the multitudes in these counties with personal appearances 
and speeches of logic? 


No Fear We visited a number of rural counties and found no 
groundswell of fear from the country people them- 

selves that they would be trampled by the “big cities” if they 

don’t vote to put the county unit into the general election. 


Isn't it a most unusual thing to see the great wailing for the 
poor rural counties that comes from a gentleman who epitomizes 
a “city slicker” in his manners, his smooth persuasive voice, and 
his cocky self-assurance—a gentleman who resides not in a two- 
unit county but in a western six-unit “big city” county? 


In the rural counties, we found no great surge of farmers to 
fall in line behind this gentleman. Instead, some scratched their 
heads and asked aloud: “Wonder what he’s up to?” 


Isn’t it a most unusual thing to see a gentleman who has 
campaigned against the Democratic Party (and who also resides 
in a “big city” county) tell the rural Democrats that it is the 
Democratic Party’s instructions that they vote to put this law gov- 
erning a party’s primary into the general election? 

A few party leaders have tried hard to freeze the party label 
onto this scheme. A recent one was made when the Attorney 
General's office issued a statement. After a lengthy closed con- 
ference with the administration ghost writer, the Attorney Gen- 
eral had his office release a prepared statement indorsing the 
county unit extension. 

A few minutes later the Law Department telephoned news- 
men and changed the text. Instead of saying this move was a 
“mandate” from the party, the Attorney General softened it to 
say it was his opinion that this was the “purpose” of the party. 
Since one of the party leaders told us on the convention eve that 
the 5,000 assembled delegates were too badly divided over the 
unit extension for any reference to be made to putting it into 
the “general election,” we do not share the Attorney General's 
present views. 


: : A few political leaders have sought to make this 
Prejudice a fight of racial prejudice and also to line up Tal- 
madge supporters against big newspapers. It was interesting to 
find many Talmadge followers in the rural areas following Tal- 
madge-supporter Baxter Jones, Jr., and Pierre Howard in fighting 
the extension, just as it was interesting to see many Thompson 
supporters favoring the amendment. 

A few political leaders have tried hard to have Georgians 
believe that the Atlanta papers are against segregation. So, it 
was particularly interesting to see the audience at Albany ask 
House Speaker Fred Hand to submit proof of this. Hand weakly 
admitted that he didn't know whether the Atlanta papers wanted 
to end segregation. 

It would be interesting to know whether the political leaders 
who are running up a big hotel bill and signing expensive news- 
paper advertisements and radio speeches as “The Democratic 
Party” are charging these bills to the Party. Commissioner of 
Agriculture Tom Linder, who is backing the amendment in the 
State-supported Market Bulletin, is, of course, charging his bills 
to the taxpayers. Hundreds of thousands of Democrats and hun- 
dreds of thousands of Georgians are against this extension.

And that's proof again of Miss Long's great 
honesty.

Like the 
witch in the fable who could swap skins with 
her black cat, Margaret Long got in the skins 
of the characters in her book and set down with 
delicate, sometimes breath-taking precision, what 
she saw. But she was abie to do that only be- 
cause of the consummate witchcraft of the 
novelist. 

Unfortunately, in real life there is no such 
witchery. May Frank Duffey in a letter the 
other day wrote of cases of loneliness she had 
stumbled into and mentioned somewhat wistfully 
a conference which the University of Georgia is

Ideas for Later Years.” The conference, to be 
held November 17 and 18, may open up new 
fields for old people.

It extended from 
six to eight weeks, depending on the luck of the individual 
farmers to get one of the rains when they finally started going 


Our farm was dry for six and one-half weeks but our cattle 
didn't know it. They didn't miss a meal. Why? Kudzu. 


: : This Fall drought is the limiting factor in pastur- 
Limitation ing the easy-to-grow annual legumes, small 
grains, and grasses. A rainless Fall either kills off the seedlings 
which germinated early or else the seeds don’t germinate until the 
rains come. Then it is too late for the annuals to provide grazing 
before the month of February. This leaves a grazing void during 
the months of November, December and January. 

I am talking of conditions on the average farm and with the 
average farmer. Of course, if the. farmer has irrigation (and he 
ought to have it if possible), he can keep his grasses and legumes 
booming along throughout the year. He won't need anything but 
fescue and ladino for complete year-round grazing. 

Or he may use a wide selection of annuals, including Ber- 
muda, Ballis and Sudan grasses, Kobe or Korean lespedeza, rye- 
grass, crimson, manganese, button, and other annual clovers, or 
any of the small grains. That is, if he is well set up with an 
irrigation system. 

If he does not have irrigation, the farmer must have kudzu 
and fescue grass (or some other perennial Winter grass). He 
needs the kudzu for Fall grazing and he needs the perennial 
Winter grass for the months of November, December and January. 


After January, the annuals are available. 
The farmer may fool himself, but he can't 


It Hangs On fool that drought. And when it arrives in 
September and hangs on for a month or more the farmer may 
expect his Summer grasses to lose their nutrition and his Winter 
annuals to be late in arriving at the grazing stage. 

Ely Callaway, an outstanding livestock man, has been.telling 
this same story to the farmers of his neighbofhood through the 
LaGrange newspaper, and Dave Wainer, of Valdosta, writes that 
his year-round grazing hasn't missed a lick. So with Fred Wilson 
and others. On the other hand, some of our professionals keep 
on assuring us we can have Winter grazing through an assortment 
of Winter annuals. 

This is wishful thinking. We can't fool that drought. Either 
we meet it with a Fall-growing perennial like kudzu or we must 
install an irrigation system. 

If you doubt this, go now to the farmer who relied on annuals 
this Fall and ask him to give you the facts.

He 
is said to have killed more English officers 
and Tories than any other man!  Sallette 
worked alone or with a tried companion. He 
preferred to be judge, jury and executioner 
(and his verdict was always death) to every 
Englishman he could lay his hands on. He 
located many enemy raiding parties by a sim- 
ple method. He would find which Tories 
knew the location 6f the British camps and, 
getting a couple of them together by a ruse, 
demand the information. When they denied 
knowing the troops’ whereabouts, he would 
quickly behead one with his razor-edge sword. 
It didn’t take long to get the correct informa- 


ing the fact that he had been 
promised further employment in 
the State Government, at mod- 
est pay, in the event of his de- 
feat by Lehman. 


THIS I8 such common prac- 
tice in politics that the attempt 
to mal.e a vicious scandal of it 
back-fired. 


First, it gave Mr. Hanley «a 
legitimate excuse to reveal the 
fact that he had paid off out 
of his earnings over many 
years much of a liability in- 
curred in the failure of a bank. 
Second, it showed in shocking 
contrast the difference be- 
tween his splendid standards 
and those of the Roosevelt 
eult. 


Even the New York Times, a 
partisan New Deal-Socialist pa- 
per with pro-Communist nu- 
ances in its treatment Of cur- 
rent “literature,” was compelled 
to salute Hanley as a man of ex- 
traordinary honor: 

“Some 20 vears ago,” the 
Times said, “he assumed a filial 
obligation of debt—some $100,- 
000, we are told—because of 
the failure of a bank in which 
a parent was a stockholdcr. He 
could have escaped this burden 
by entering bankruptcy. He 
chose instead what he regarded 
as the way of honor. For years, 
Mr. Hanley has struggled with 
those financial burdens. He re- 
duced the indebtedness to some- 
thing under $30,000. Several 
vears ago, he lost the sight of 
ene eve. Early this Fall, he 
learned that he was in danger of 
going wholly blind.” 

It would have been impossible 
to ignore the contrast even if 
Eleanor Roosevelt had kept a 
still tongue. But, pinked slight- 
ly by the Republican rejoinder 
that her husband had demanded 
and received a bribe of about 
$250,000 to run for governor in 
1928, the widow horned into the 
fray with some utterly unintel- 
ligible comment about this in- 
cident. She said it all had been 
explained in her book of mem- 
oirs and misrepresentations, all 
qualified by dead!y omissions of 
essential information. 


THE “EXPLANATION” in the 
book is not an explanation at 
all, however, as any amateur 
could prove by simple arithmetic 


and a few questions. And the . 


fact was emphasized, all as a 
result of this imputation against 
Joe Hanley, that Roosevelt did 
hold out for an enormous bribe 
for his own, personal, financial 
benefit and his mother’s, which 
was personally guaranteed by 
the late John J. Raskob, who 
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Elliott's suckers admitted that he 
understood that in return for 
his $25,000, he was to be named 
a Federal judge. 

In the same vein, Anna 
Roosevelt lost about $400,000 of 
other people's money loaned by 
the faithful, and “settled” most 
of the obligations at one cent 
on the dollar. 

Thus, if this has been a “dirty” 
campaign, it will be seen that 
Hanley, and Dewey, both poor 
men after long service in pub- 
lic office, did not dish the dirt.

These salaries, it is said, are on 
a basis of other Southern states, and it is argued that under the 
present standards of living a larger salary is necessary to induce 
the type of judges the bench should have to offer for the offices. 
Amendment No. 2 is that one which would extend the county 
unit system to general elections. This one has causéd quite a bit 
of agitation throughout the State. We oppose the proposal be- 
cause we cannot see that the county unit system even in our 
primaries is fair, just or democratic. It serves to perpetuate a 
political machine in the State that defeats the will of the people. 
While the ballot is large, it is not hard to vote, and every 
citizen possible should go out and cast a ballot. The four general 
amendments are all changes that would, if passed, vitally affect 
all of us.

Why Children 
Of a Family 
Vary So Much 


By GLADYS BEVANS 


“I marvel,” a mother will say. 
“How can my children be so 
different””’ 

In talking yesterday about the 
reasons why children in the 
same family are often so dif- 
rent from each other, we dwelt 
upun one big reason for indi- 
vidual differences: that is, he- 
redity. Just as one child is born 
to be tall and slender and 
blonde, and another born to be 
stocky and dark-skinned and 
dark-eyed, so children are born 
with different temperaments: 
mental and emotional. 

One reason for the individual 
personality and character dif- 
ferences in children in the 
same family is: environment. 
But “environment” in the larg- 
er sense means all the family 
and social influences and ma- 
terial background that affect a 
growing child. So today’s col- 
umn is in answer to this objec- 
tion by a mother or father: “But 
suppose they have some differ- 
ences due to heredity, how can 
they behave so differently in 
ordinary relationships — when 
they've been brought up in the 
same family, by the same par- 
ents, had the same training, and 
the seme management?” 


The answer to that is: They 
haven't, in a certain sense, been 
brought up under exactly the 
same conditions. 

You had a baby whom you 
waited for and loved. It was 
your first. You were inexperi- 
enced and also aiming at per- 
fection. You were consequently 
nervous and tense, correcting 
your child too much and being 
apprehensive about. his hea!th. 
Suppose in addition your hus- 
band had a serious. operation, 
and you had to subsist on a tiny 
allowance and break up your 
home. In addition perhaps you 
had to have an operation and 
were first away, then were 
slow getting well. Throughout 
much of this you were under an 
emotional strain, and your hus- 
band anxious and not too. even 
in temper. 

Then the scene shifts and 
finds you, some years after the 
birth of your first child, again 
in a little home of your own, 
and both you and your hus- 
band relaxed and happy and 
well. You have another baby. 
“He is so different from Da- 
vid,” you say. “I can’t under- 
stand it. He's so easy-going, and 
I don't have any problems with 
him at all.” 

No matter how much alike 
these children might have been 
at birth, they would have to be 
different through their growing 
vears. They were not both 
raised in exactly the same fam- 
ily.
